SPRINGFIELD IP— Illinois’ 1958 
Vehicle licenses will he purple and 
white iii a tribute to Northwestern 
University, and Hemp and Co. of 
Macomb again has been awarded 
the contract to supply the plates, 
it was announced today. 


H em p made a low bid of 27 4 
cent> per set of automobile plates. 
Sec retary of State Charles F Car 
pentier said. 


This was 2 9 cents higher than 
the 1956 price din to an increase 
in steel prices, he said. 
Hemp has mad e the plates since 
1956 with the exception of the per 
iod 1943 18 when fibre plates were 
used 
This year the firm had trouble 
with paint peeling from many of 
the plates and it had to replace 
them at its own expense. 
All the i958 plates will be made 
of steel, eliminating the approxi 
m ate 
1,500.000 sets of aluminum 
plates mad e in recent years. 
The aluminum plates cost more 
than the steel ones, but could be 
mailed cheaper. This is no longer 
true, C a r p e n t e r said. 
The state should save about $150, 
OOO over the next two years by 1 
eliminating the alum inum plates, j 
he said.

W ASHINGTON (IR — Undersec­ 
retary of Interior H atfield Chilson

new hunting

Hunters of wild ducks and geese 
can expect the flight of m igratory 
birds this fall to he -a b o u t the 
sam e as last y e a r,” Chilson said. 
Shooting seasons and bag and 
possession limits which will be in 
effect during the 1957-58 hunting 
period will be substantially 
the 
sam e as last y ear in all flyw ays 
except 
in 
the 
Pacific 
Flyway. 
There the season will be longer 
but bag and possession lim its on 
ducks will be reduced. 
The new federal proposals speci­ 
fy by flyways the length of 
the 
shooting season, bag and posses­ 
sion 
limits, 
and shooting hours, 
but do not 
include the 
specific 
season’s 
dates 
for 
the 
various 
states. These will be announced 
later after the states have m ade 
their selections. 
Tile specific dates will be select­ 
ed by state gam e adm inistrators 
Within 
a 
general 
fram ework of 
Oct. I to Jan. 
15. The “ outside 
d a te s” of this y ear’s fram ew ork 
are the sam e as last year with 
the exception of brant in the P a ­ 
cific Flyway. 
F o r the third successive year, 
the Atlantic and Mississippi fly­ 
w ays will have a 70-day season 
for waterfowl and coot. The c e n ­ 
tral 
Flyway will have a 75 day 
season on these species. 
With certain special conditions 
designed 
to protect the 
G reat 
Basin Canada goose, the 
Central 
Flyway generally again will have 
a 60-day season on geese. The P a ­ 
cific Flyw ay will receive a 15-day 
increase in season length, bringing 
the total to 95 days. 
Split seasons have been offered 
as options to the states, subject 
to the usual IO per cent penalty 
Split season again m ay be divided 
into unequal lengths. 
Shooting hours are one-half hour 
before sunrise to sunset in all fly­ 
ways except the M ississippi.
